At times 
before in the Senate he had made up his mind 
to rive toaquestion of privilege to make 
statement in his own vindication, but be 
failed to do seo from circumstances of the mo- 
ment. But now he is resolved and will create 
the ocoasion for utteriug what cannot fall to 
cause a sensation and place him inanew 
light before the country.

Commemorating the Third Anniversary 
of Their Comrade’s Execution. 


CnIcaGo, III., Nov. 2.—Pictures of Spies, 
Parsons, Engel, Fischer and Lingg constituted 
the background of the platform at Calvary 
Armory lastevening. A red sash was hung 
partly over the pictures, black and white 
drapery surrounded them and around ali two 
huge Americ tn flags were folded. 
It was the third anniversary of 


the execution of the Anarchists, whose 
pictures occupied the place of honor. 
About seven hundred mien and afew women 
had metto commemorate the event. It was 
a very tame affair. The principal speaker 
was Moritz Schultze, a printer from New 
York, who is introduced in Chicago as the 
right-hand man of Johann Most. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Haymarket 
meeting of May 8, 1886, was a peaceable 
one, whieh the police bad no legal right to 
disperse and which was dispersed in opposi- 
tion to the orders of Mayor Harrison. The 
bomb was thrown, he said, as an act of Self- 
defense, and he who threw it should not be 
denounced as a criminal, but rather wor- 
shipped as a patriot, for be had saved the 
lives of hundreds of people whom the police 
would otherwise have Killed.

POLICEMAN PATRICK WELSH HELD 
THE MURDER OF HIS WIFE. 


The Verdict ef a Corener’s Jury—A Drunken 
Laborer Cuts Two Officers and Is Fatally 
Shot by One of Them—Charged With Con- 
spiracy—Sensatienal Phase of a Diverce 
Case. 


Troy, N. T. Nov. 12.—At the Ooroner’s 
inquest here last night concerning the Killing 
of Mrs. Bridget Weish on Nov. 3, the jury 
found that the deceased came to her death by 


an assault committed by her husband, Officer 
Patrick Welsh. He was held for murder in 
the frst degree. 


A Race Track Tragedy. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Nov. 12.—T. C. Dawson of 
Glennville, Ala., one of the gentiemen drivers 
in the ‘‘gentiemen’s trotting race’’ on the 
track of the Chattahoochee ValleyjExposition, 


yesterday was shot and killed immediately 
after the race. The shooting took place in 
front of tae grand stand in the presence of 
about fifteen thousand people, Dawson's 
assailants being Dick and Rrobert How- 
ard, brothers, and James Bickerstaff, 
their brother-in-law. They opened fire on 
Dawson as be drove in front of the grand 
stand, and the report of the first shot was fol- 
lowed by Dawser hopping from his sulky and 
running along the track, trying to get his 
istol out of his pocket. When hedid so, he 
urned on bis pursuers and began firing, but 
was shot down and died in higtracks. At 
first it was supposed the en- 
counter was a sort of ‘‘sham fight’’ 
and a part of the programme, 
but the genuine nature of the tragedy was 
soon discovered and a wild scene of excite- 
ment lu the grand stand followed. The po- 
lice arrested the three men. Thirteen shots 
in all were fired, Dawson being struck four 
times, two shots being fatal. He was ason of 
Hon. W. O. Dawson, a wealthy citizen of Ala- 
bama, now residing at Eufala. The Howards 
are one of the best families in the State. 
Dawson had married and deserted asister of 
the Howard brothers. The prisoners have re- 
tained eminedt counsel. 


A County Treasurer’s Fate. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 12.—Chas. M. 
Johnston, late Treasurer of Platte County, 
was brought to the penitentiary yesterday to 
serve atwo years’ term for perjury. He had 


used county funds co yee off his private debts, 
but this defaication, discovered in 1886, was 
made good dy his bondsmen and Johnston 
resigned. Subsequently it was discovered 
that he had ‘‘raised’’ school warrants 
for various sums and he was then 
prosecuted for perjury. Some of the perjuries 
of these warrants were for only a few cents, 
and it is believed by many that Johnston was 
of unt ound mind when he committed them.

The Georgia Train Kobbery. 


ATLANTa, Ga., Nov. 12.—The double robbery 
committed on the out-going and in-coming 
Georgia railroad trains between Atlanta and 


Oconee resulted in about $12,000 being taken 
from the express car of the latter and between 
$200 and $250 from the former. It is thought 
the robbers got on the train at Atlanta Sunday 
night. Messenger M. R. Ficklin was ou duty 
and the robbery was committed while he was 
asleep. The other train, it seems, was aiso 
robbed while Messenger C. M. Smith was 
asleep, and no description of the robbers can 
be given, nor any ideaof the time when the 
robberies were committed.

ROBERT ALEXANDER“ S AGE, 


JThesettlement of the Question May Release 


Rebert From the Pen. 


Attorney Charles F. Noland this morning 
submitted considerable testimony in the 
Criminal Court relative to the age of one 
Robert Alexander, now a prisoner in the peul- 
tentiary at Jefferson City, serving a ten-year 


term for murder. 

Alexander is the colored boy who on St. 
Patrick's Day, March 17, 1888, shot and killed 
4 white man named Sullivan in 
Orange alley. The trouble between the 
two originated over a game of marbles. 
Alexander used a 82-caliber revolver, giving 
Sullivan a fatal wound. Judge Normile ap- 
pointed Attorney Cornelius Mcbride to de- 
fend the boy, who, when taken into 
court, at the advice of his coun- 
sel withdrew his plea of not guilty 
to the 3 of murder in the first degree and 
pleaded guiity to the charge of murder in the 
second degree. The defendant was sentenced 
to serve ten years in the penitentiary. 

This was in February, 1889. At that time 
there was some comment in regard tothe de- 
fendant’s youth, but minority was never sug- 
gested by his counsel. When Deputy Al Ool- 
ling took the boy to the penitentiary he 
was asked by the warden if he thought the in- 
stitution wasa kindergarten. 

Mr. Nolan isanephewof the Warden, and 
often goes to the Penitentiary. In the barber 
shop he met Alexander who biacks the shoes 
of the officials. Learning of the doubt existing 
as to the boy’s age he took the case in hand, 
and submitted amotionin the St. Louis 
Criminal Court to bave the sentence of Feb. 
16, 1889, declared null and void. This morn- 
ing he had the prisoner’s mother and grand- 
mother, who live at 917 North Eleventh street, 
and several other witnesses in court and ex- 
amined them as to the boy’s age. The 
witnesses were all positive that at the time of 
the shooting Alexander had not reached his 
lth year. Judge Normile took the matter un- 
der advisement, and will render a decision on 
next Monday morning. 

The proeeeding is a decidedly unusual one, 
the records of the State showing but two cases 
ofasimuilar nature. Mr. Nolan does not ask 
that Alexander be released from custody, but 
insists that as he was under the age ot 16 years 
atthe time of the killing he cannot be held in 
the penitentiary but should, instead, be given 
a term in the Work-house or jail.

THE WALLSTREET WIZARD GAINS CONTROL 
OF THE UNION PACIFIC-

Fresident Adama um Be Deposed and the 
Agreement With the Nerthwestern Abo!l- 
ished—A New Western Asseciation Will 
Also Be Framed—The Pennsylvania- 
Vandalia Deal Denied—Railroad News. 


New Tonk, Nov. 12.—The Times bas the fol- 
lowing: Jay Gould has got control of the 
Union Pacific Railway Co., atleast that he 
himself says. Interested with bim in the deal 
which has led to the acquisition of this prop- 
erty—to the re-establishment of bis power in 
it rather—are, according to his own state- 
ment, William and John D. Rockefeller. Mr. 
Gould said ty a visitor yesterday: The 
Union Pacific has come under our control. 
Mr. Charles francis Adams will cease 
to be President. I will probably take 
the presidency myself. Mr. Adams das 
beep managing the property after a 
fashion which sets business control wholly at 
naught, and under bis direction the Union 
Pacific, more thar any other railroad in the 
West, has disturbed and upset harmony, 
knocked down rates and forced the handling 
of business without profit. That sort of thing 
bas gone so far that important interests in 
the company, including Sidney Dillon, Fred- 
erick Ames and other prominent stockhbold- 
ers, have determined that hig administration 
must end. [Ihave become à large owner of 
the stock durigsg the recent whole- 
sale declines in the market 
value. Purebases of an important 
character have alse been made by the Kocke- 
fellers, Mr. Dillon, Mr. Ames and other old 
stockholders are anxious to co-operate with 
us, and indeed, have invited us to assume the 
control, direction and management of the 
property and we accepted. ’’ 

Mr. Gould, continuing what seemed to be a 
very trank declaration as to his Union 
Pacific acquisition and plans, said: 
ne Union Pacific hereafter will not 
be a aisturber of Western railway peace. 
The Union Pacific, Northwestern combina- 
tion will no longer be able to prevent the 
maintenance of harmony among the leading 
Western raliroads.’’ 

Mr. Gould added that what he had in view 
wae anew aesociation for the Western rail- 
roads, including those of the Southwest and 
Northwest, which would be mueb mare 
effective then had been any other association 
everinthe field. Rates would not be put up 
one day to be cut down secretly the next. He 
intimated that his old idea of a raliway ciear- 
ing-heuse, practically a railway trust, would 
now be putin speration. 

Mr. Gould spent much of yesterday in Wall 
street in consultation with officers ef the 
Atchison, Teapeka & Santa Fe Railway.

A decidedly queer little pamphiet las The 
Confidential Meworandum, which is in- 
tended ‘‘for the exclusive use of those per- 
sons to whom itis sent. says the New York 


World. The little book does not bear 
the name of its printer, proprietor or 
compiler, and besides having an ex- 
cee ae small circulation it makes 
ite appearance only about twice a 
year. The persons to whom it is mysteriously 
sent keep itunder lock and key and refer to 
it in a surreptitious manner as though the 
shadow of Anthony Comstock were across 
the threshold. It passes through the mails in 
a piain sealed envelope and letter postage is 
paid thereon, Nothing improper is printed in 
ine Memorandum, and yet its pages are 
guarded with ealous care. 

„The Confidential Memorandum“ is neither 
more nor less than arailroad biack-list, and 
itcontains some etartiing information about 
various people whose names are not unknown 
to the American public. Number Forty is 
current, and only the higher oflicera of rali- 
ways can obtain it, Some persons whose 
names are contained therein might consider 
the charges brought against-them libelous, 
and so to avoid responsibility and evade laws 
suites the names of the publishers und the 
place of publication are not printed upon the 
title page. 

Nearly every railroad in the United States ig 
a part proprietor in the Memorandum,“ 
and those who compile it iraw their pay and 
inspiration from the records of hundreds ot 
railroads in Uncle Sam's domain. Little short 
of aspecial dispensation of Providence en- 
ables any one except a railroad officiel to see 
the book; but a reporter of the WORLD eon- 
atituted himself a Committee on W. ays and 
Means, and extracts from the volume are 
presented in to-day’s WORLD. 

The book contains nineteen pages of names 
of delinquents and seven pages of the names 
of periodicals and thelr editors who abused 
the courtesies extended to them by raliroads, 
Notwithstanding tue edicta of the Interstate 
Cammeree law, an uncommonly large num- 
ber of persons other tnan railroad men secure 
passes and redueed rates from railroads; and 
it frequently happens that the recipients dis- 
pase be these favors to friends, scalpers and 
even to strangers for a consideration,’’ 
W hen @ person js detected in taal selling, 
exchanging or altering a pass is name 
appears in the next issue ef the ‘*Memoran- 
aum, and when he next applies to any road 
for favors he ie met with a Gxed smile and a 
polite excuse, but never the true one.

The New Ballet. 


To the Editor of the Post- Diapatch: 

Il was greatly pleased to find ia the Posr- 
DISPATCH of yesterday the views of many of 
the judges of the late election concerning the 
new way of voting. 

Unquestionably the law can be bettered by 
seme amendments. In my judgment the best 
suggestion in the way of improying the law 
made by these judges, is the doing away with 
the grouping of the candidates for the re- 
spective parties, and putting all the nom- 
inees fora aiven office under a proper head- 
ing, and designating atthe end of each can- 
didate’s name the party to which he belongs. 
Then the voter would have in compact ferm 
and in one place on bis dallot all the nom- 
jinees for euch office to be filled. It would be 
a very simple and easy matter for the voter to 
erase the names of all candidates for whom 
he does set want to vote, and no 
writing on his ballet would be necessary. 
Under the present law it is not now nee- 
cessary to write any nameson the ballet, al- 
though the Recorder of Voters issued an order 
or instruction to the 8 of election that 
the veter ‘‘must’’ write in the mame of hig 
candidate, when he erased on his ballot the 
name of a candidate, Why this officer, in 
the face of the plain letter ef the law, per- 
sisted in forcing th® instruction on the 
1 — is something I canvot understand. 

‘either can l understand why he did not put 
the candidates for the same office on the 
Democrati¢e and Republican ticket on the 
same line so that the names ofthe candidates 
for the same office wou be exactly oppasite 
exch other. This wowd baye saved voters 
considerable trouble. By doing away with 
the grouping of the candidates and puttin 
all nominees one below the other, the ballo 
need not be as large as a quilt, and another 
objectionable feature will be removed. 

Ine suggestion that light should be fur- 
nished in each booth is of importance. How 
a voter Can be expected, in the dark, to erase 
the names of all bad eapdidates and write in 
at the proper places the names ef geod candi- 
dates ig a watter beyond my understanding. 
Legisiation is needed to provide lights, but 
the manner of placing the booths rests with 
the judges of the election. I noticed that 
some of the beoths were so placed that the 
epen part was toward the center of the room, 
while some were placed with a closed side to 
the eenter of the room. The latter arrance- 
ment seemed ta me tobe the better plan. 
Still, if there could be less opportunity to see 
the votef doing his scratching the system 
would be bettered, 

I hope the next General Assembly will mak 
all necessary changes,in the law and extend 
the new system of voting te ail parte of the 
State, VOTER.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. .- Toe much de- 
pepdence should not be placed in the reeent 
remarks of Sir John Macdonald with regard to 
the proposed visit of Dillon and O’Brien to 
Canada and their immunity from arrest while 
in the Dominion, as there is a serjous diver- 
sity of opinion on this matter between Sir 
John aud his Minister of Justice and those 
gentlemen, if they come to Canada on the 
strength ef the inducement heid out by the 
Premier, may find that they have heen led 
into a trap, whether designediy or not. Ac- 
cording to Sir John Macdonald the Dominion 
Government had no intimation from the 
Imperial authorities of any intention to 
take proceedings against Dillon ana 
O’ Brien should they visit Canada. In his own 
opinion it was in the highest degree improba- 
dle that any effort ta melest them ip Canada 
would be made. Str John implies that the ar- 
rests, if made at all, would come under the 
jurisdiction of the Attorney-General of the 
province in whieh warrants were executed. 
It is learned at the Department of Justice that 
there ls no mention ef the provincial Attor- 
mey-General in the act passed expressly te 
meet such cases as these; it provides for the 
execution of such warrants, even in cases 
where the alleged offense ip known to Cana- 
dianlaw. It would apply to offenses under 
the crimes act, if that act were only applica- 
ble to portions of Ireland. By the Canadian 
law if is only en the Governor: General's war- 
rant that the fugitive ean de headed 
over to die prosecutors. As the 
Governor-General would have to do what he 
was advised to do, the responsibilities would 
really rest with the Attorney-Generg! for 
Canada, Sir John Thompson, and hig col- 
leagues in the Dominion Government. This 
will be seen by glancing over the following 
extracts from 

THE STATUTE:

Mrs. Snell has always taken a keen interest 
in the efforts of the police to apprehend the 
murderer of her busband’s father, but this Is 
the first time abe has ever expressed an opin- 
jon, publicly, about the work being done in 
the: case. 

In the course of the interview Mrs. Snell 
ald in reply te a question: 

**I know that an Italian who kept a restau- 
rant at 408 West Madison street last summer 
game to my husband and told him he knew 
that Tascott was employed at a place less than 
thirty-five miles from Cricage. My husbana 
sent him te Air. Stone, who has charge ef 
matters, and a short time afterward he re- 
ceived word from his mother that} the man 
Was an impostor. do far as we know poeffart 
wos made either to substantiate or disprove 
the man’s statement.

made frequent excursions out of town, 

Det he never told us what he accomplished. 

We do not know yet, and that is why we are 

willing to take the case up and piace it in new

**Do you think Tascott is the murderer?’’

ARSENAL ISLAND GOING. 


The City Loses Anether suit in the Fight for 
the Isiand. 


A telegram received from Springfield, III., 
to-day announces the defeat of the city of 
St. Louis in the suit brought against the city 
by one of the owners of the land on the IIII- 
nols shore opposite Arsenal Isiand. 

Since the cholera epidemic of 1865-6, when the 


Health Department made a burying ground of 
the island, it has been of little or no use to 
the city, and when the United States Govern- 
ment connected it Dy adyke with the Illinois 
shore some fourteen years ago, the city lost 
ite title to the isiand, or at least so the United 
States Circuit Court has decided in two 
instances. Edward Rutz, ex-State Treas- 
urer of IMinois, owned a pience of land on the 
lilinois ore opposite the head of the isiand 
and claimed that portion of the isiand as 
soon as the dyke was finished and the current 
of the river turned tothe Missouriside. The 
oity resisted the claim, and Rutz brought suit. 
The case was tried first in one Federal Court 
and then in another,the city losing both 
times, only, however, to appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. The Rutz case is still 
pending before the highest tribunal, but the 
owners of the rest of the land 
fronting the river on the Lllinots side op- 
posite Arsenal Isiand, encouraged by Rutz’ 
success, have also brought suit for possession 
and if Rutz wins in the Supreme Court all 
these other claimants will probabiv win, too. 
The isiand contains about 400 acres, aud is 
gradually moving down stream, or was before 
the dyke was built. An effort was made some 
ten or twelve years ago to establish a pleasure 
resort there, a beer garden or something of 
that kind, bat the litigation frightened the 
promoters of the enterprise away. 

Arsenal Isiand is leased by the city ata 
nominal rent f $5 to a son of Ben Seeger, who 
occupied the island many years and until bis 
death a few vears aco. Young Seeger lives on 
the island and has about ey acres undef 
cultivation. He is at pregentthe only occu- 
pant of the island.

IHE POLICE INCREASE. 


SIX DETECTIVES TO BE ADDED TO THF 
PRESENT FOROK, 


Chief Harrigan Discusses Councilman Com- 
fort’s Ordinance—Probabie Fromotion of 


Officers Now en *pecial Detai!—Necessity 


kor General Increase—The Uppretected 
Fifth D.strict. 


The ordinance introduced inthe Council 
last night by Mr. Comfort, providing for an 
amendment of ordinance No. 14,914, which it- 
self provides for an increase of the police 
of St. Louis, so that the detective force of the 
city may be increased bythe addition of six 
detectives seems to meet the warm indorse- 
ment of Chief of Police Harrigan and Chief of 
Detectives Desmond, and was made necessary 
by a singular limit that seems to have 
bounded the strength of the Secret Service 
Department of the city for many years with- 
out any apparent reason, The ordinance, 
when itgoes into effect, will resuit in the 
promotion of six police officers whe 
have for a long time done most 
efficient work on the detective 
force, and place that department, nsnumer!- 
cally, on a footing somewhat consummate 
with the demands ofacity of St. Louis’ mag- 
nitude. The measure is also significant as 
the precursor of the general police force in- 
crease, which is already promised for next 
spring. 

CHIEF HARRIGAN TALKS. 

Chief Harrigan in discussing the new ordi- 
nance this mornibg said: In sup- 
port of such an increase, it 
should only be necessary to state that 
the detective force proper of S886. Louls is to- 
day, under the law, no larger than it was 
twenty years ago, despite the growth of the 
city and the consequent largely increased de- 
mand upon the services of such a department. 
By the law, as it stands at present, the detec- 
tive force is allowed to consist of only ten 
men. This number has been, as a matter of 
course, inadequate to perform the duties of a 
metropolitan detective force as they should 
be performed, and the contequence is that 
forsome years the detective force has been 
reinforced by a speciai detail of officers from 
the police force proper, who have been placed 
on duty as detectives. These men have done 
excellent work asarule, and the system has 
enabled the detective department to meet in 
some way the demands uponit. The officers 
thus placed on special duty have some of 
them developed first-class detective talent, 
and thelr work compares favorably with that 
of the regular detectives. The detective 
force could certainly not do anythiny like the 
work it bas of late years were it not for this 
reinforcement of special officers. 

AN UNJUST DISTINCTION. 

The injustice of the system lies in the fact 
that the officers detailed as detectives fill their 
places in every way as acceptably as do the 
detectives proper, but are kept on the regu- 


lar pay of a policeman, $83.33 per month, 
while the salary of a detective is placed at $100 
per month. This difference of nearly $]l7is a 
most unfair one and as it is necessary that the 
detective force should be increased, some of 
these officers will doubtless receive promotion 
at the hands of the Police Board. The 
ten police officers now serving on 
special detail on the detective force are Offi- 
cers Dennis Vichy, James H. Smith, John J. 
Dotzman, Henry Frese, John Howard, John 
Hobbs, M. H. Race, Robert J. Williams, Ed 

Fagan and M. W. Kelly. 

THE PROMISED POLICE INCRBASB. 

Thie proposed increase of the detective 
force has no especial bearing upon the in- 
crease in the police force to be made next 
spring, except in sbowing the neces- 
sity for strengthening the protective 
force of the city all along the line. The po- 
lice increase has deen promised me by both 
the Comptroller and the Mayor and will con- 
sist inthe addition of 100 patrolmen. This 
increase, when made, will be distributed 
through all the districts, but more especially 
in the Fifth or Mounted District, which is at 
resent the most exposed. The territory, to 
0 covered in that district comprises 
forty-two square miles, and the present detail 
of 157 mounted officers, sixty-seyeu on one 
watch and ninety on the other, is not nearly 
large enough to cover this large territery as 
it should be covered. An increase is also

The lecturer then s copped toa reading stand, 
upon which he placed a book of ———— 
and began bis narrative of the firding and 
rescue of Emin Pasha. Mr. Stanley opened 
witha graphic description of the great and 
gloomy African forests through which he and 
the members of his expedition had marched. 
The forest, the tempest and the darkness 
had produced their effects on tye minds of the 
people with him. Hedescribed how raptur- 
ous the men were when they emerged from 
the great forest, but they stopped to scowl st 
the dense woods they had left. There are 
many inhabitants In the Fegion. but they could 
be classed into the tall habitants and the 
pigmies. The tall natives occupy the clear- 
ings, the piemice are found in groups in the 
forests. The different tribes ofeach are dis- 
tinguished by marks, some baving tattoo 
marks on their foreheads and others on their 
cheeks. heir jewelry consists of crocodiie, 
monkey or human teeth chiefly, and their 
dress is a piece of bark about four feet long 
and a few inches wide, which they tuck intog 
girdle, They have for weapons spears, 
knives, battle-sxes and sometimes swords, 
The pig mies are nomadic. The larger in- 
habitants built compact villages with one 
principal street, which is generally filed with 
goats and fowls. They are, nevertheless, 
cannibals, but they do not feed on their rela- 
tives orfriends. Itis only when they make 8 
capone from anotber tribe they eat human 
es h.

lived as a bull-dog’s.

DR. NANSEN’S SCHEME, 


Hie Will Start for the North Pole im the 
Spring of 1892. 

New Tonk, Nov. 12.—Dr. Nansen, who 
crossed Greenland a couple of years ago, has 
been writing further details of his plant tor 
reaching the North Pole, which he will start 
to carry out in the spring of 1892. He says he 
expects to be able to pass through Behring 
Strait in June. He anticipates little difm- 
culty in getting his small vessel as far west as 
the new Siberian Islands. He believes that 
August or the beginning of September will be 
the most favorabie time for push- 
ing north. He intends to use a 
small captive balloon in which he can ascend 
a hundred feet or so for the purpose of study- 
ing the condition of things for a great dis- 
tance around him. He hopes to get into loose 
fee and make the journey rapidly, at least as 
far north as Bennett Isiand. When hereaches 
the permanent ice cap he will then wait for 
the ice to carry him whither it will, He 
thinks the chances are good that he will be 
carried across the pole or very near it and 
into the sea between Spitzbergen and Green- 
land. If it is summer when he arrives there 
be thinks he will probably get into 
open water near latitude 80 deg. north. If it 
ie winter, however, he is likely to drift south 
along the east coast of Greenland and come 
out somewhere the following summer. If the 
fee floes crush his ship Dr. Nansen thinks 
tuere is still an excellent chance that he will 
get through all right. His party, in that 
event, will live on an ice floe instea ot in the 
cabin on ship-board. They will have warm 
tents, made of a double thickness of canvass, 
or similar stuff, well filed with reindeer hair. 
Such tents will be very warm and also very 
light. It is well known that several ship 
parties, including the Hansa crew and 
part of the crew from the American 
exploring vessel Polaris drifted hundreds of 
miles on the ice and finally reached a place of 
pafety. Dr. Nansen’s book on his trip seross 
Greenland is soon to appear. It will be intwo 
volumes and will have a large number of illus- 
trations. During the trip Dr. Nansen took 
overtwo bundred photographs, and for the 
Arst time the world will have an opportunity 
ot seeing just what the iceciad interior of 
Greenland looks like. He speaks English 
fairly well, but would not trust himself to 
write his book in English, andit bas, there- 
ore, been transiated from the Norwegian 
ngue.

FATHER IGNATIUS. 


The Evangelist Menk on His Bane etd 
With Bishop Paddock. 


Bosror, Mass., Nov. 12.—Father oasis. 
the evangelist Monk of the British Church, 
whom Bishop Paddock refused to ailow to 
preach in any Boston church, appeared ia 
Tremont Temple yesterday afternoon and 
told why be bad accepted none of the many 
invitations to hold servicesin church. He 
read his portion of the correspondence which 
bas passed between bimand Bishop Paddock, 
the Bishop baving forbidden him to read the 


text of the communioc s. It appears that 
the controversy originated last July while the 
monk was at Falmouth, Mass., when he asked 
ape 4 Paddock to allow bim to preach in 
es under his jurisdiction. The Bisho 

deciined, because, he said, from what he ha 
learned the monk was not in sympathy with 
the doctrines, discipline and worship of the 
Episcopal Oburch, nor wholly loyal thereto. 
He certainly would not second any attempt to 
raise money for institutions like Le Anthony 
because he believed they did more 
harm than good and were not sanctioned by 
the churen autborities. Even if he could see 
his way clear to grant a license he could not 
do it without some evidence of his ordination. 
He trusted that the evangelist would not at- 
tempttoset up any more altars where there 
were already churches, as that would be a 
violation both of common law and charity. 

To this Father Ignatius wrote a long, vigor- 
ous reply, saying he was in entire * 
with the doctrine, erm and worship of 
the British Church, and disclaimed ali dis- 
as 3d to the church. 

v. Charies H. Perry, rector at Falmouth, 
ob ected to Father Ignatius preaching in the 
hall; but a week ego Father Ignatius called 
upon the Bishop and told him he bad the 
papers in his carriage, and asked him if he 
wisbed to see them. The Bishep repiied that 
he did not, and the interview was very unsat- 
isfactory to both. After reading the letters 
Father Ignatius preceeded te dilate upon 
them. He said that the Bishop of Massa- 
chusetts is too strict, or the Bishops of New 
York, Minnesota, Ohlo and Rhode Island 
are too iax in their enforcement of dis- 
cipline. Alluding to the newspaper charges, 
such as the one that he murdered a Thames 
Waterman for his theological opinions and 
that he made a consumptive giri do penance 
by walking barefooted on the snow, and 
another that de slept with a skeleton, he said 
they were all inventions of enemies and the 
Bishop should not have prejudiced him. He 
twitted the Bishop with having sanctioned 
Sam Small’s appearance in an Episcopal pul- 

itand with baving given approval to a was 

om the old country who afterwards turned 
out a fraud. One of the most remarkable 
things which Father Ignatius said was thata 
Roman Oatholic ‘ee had chauged the 
hour of mass in bh church in order to be 
present at his services.

THE SHERMAN LAW. 


Chleage Packers Declare It Will Net Inter- 
tere Minh Their Business. 


Curcaco, III., Nov. 12.—The Sherman law, 
eo called, became effective yesterday. It 
provides for the inspection of live export 
cattle. The large packers, Nelson Morris 
& Co., Libby, McNeil & Libby, Swift & Co., 
and P. D. Armour & Oo. all 
assert that the new law will in ne wise et- 
fect their business and will not cause a rise 


in the price of dressed beef. W. J. Quinn, 
attorney for Armour & Co., sald the law,would 
not interfere with prices one way or the 
other. It ig a good fhing I think, for cattie 
raisers,’’ sald he, It will tend largely to 
overcome the European prejudice against 
American cattie, as it will prevent the ex 
portation of diseased stock and, in my judg- 
ment, will largely increase the exports,’ 
Col. Charies Springer, who gaye the name 
to Springer, N. M., and whose cattie have a 
range of 20,000 acres on the Dome ranch, was 
seen at his hotel. 
The new law,’’ be said, 
enefit tothe cattle growers. It will again 
pen Europe tous and widely enlarge the 
market, It will not affect the price of cattle 
at the stock yards of Chicago and Kaneas 
City, except? as beef on the hoof may rise by 
reason of the increased demand abroad. The 
law will prevent the sending tof diseased 
cattle, obviate the necessity for inspection at 
European ports and in every respect will be 
of value.

With an as- 
sistant, who has taken the name of Vulcan, 
they are now exhibiting their prowess at the 
Royal Aquarium, and a few days ago ata 
special ‘‘show’’ certainly accomplished some 
wonderful feats. Curiously enough Samson— 
who nas been engaged in the United States 
during the summer—was present and found 
réason to applaud bis rivals. In a saloon 
fitted up for the purpose at the western end 
the pair of strong men were introduced by 
Mr. C. Parsons, who announced that they 
were prepared to meet all comers ut feats of 
strength at a stake of £100 a side. 

Oyciops, first to walk on, isa heavlly- built 
man of 224 pounds, standing ö feet 6 inches, 
with a chest measurement of 50 inches, his 
biceps being 19% inches in circumference. 
Vulcan, who quickly followed him, is of 
lighter bulld, scaling 19% pounds and standing 
S feet inches. His chest measures 43 inches 
and the right arm muscles 16 inches. There is 
very little difference in the ages of the pair, 
Oyclops being in bis 27th year, while Vulcan is 
now 29. Their first performance was to break 
an iron chain between their wrists, and this 
successfully accomplished, in the words of 
their introducer they ‘‘juggied’’ with a 112 
pound weight, playing with the mass of iron 
as if it had been a cricket ball. Cyclops next 


lifted the bar baile with both hands and tossed | 


them from arms te bands several times, also 
raising the weight above his head. Folléwing 
this test the two men stood back to back, 
Oyciops raising the bar-ball and threwing it 
over his dead, and Vulean catching the weight 
on his outetretched arms. This was ioud- 
ly applauded. A more difficult feat followed, 


Vulean lifting a bar-ball of 360 pounds with a 
forward grip from the floor te above his head. 
Cyclops beat this by accomplishing the same 
feat with one:hand. The weight-liftiag por- 
tion of the programme was now varied with 
more chain- breaking, Vulcan taking a double 
iron chain, and, affixing one portion toa 
hook attached to the floor, placed the other 
leop round his neck. With one beave he 
dragged the chains apart, thie feat being 
loudly cheered. Cyclops broke a simiiar 
chain with a straight puh, and also tore 
asunder a ieatber strap buckled round his 
chest. A number of strands of wire forming 
acabie capable of resisting 3,000 pounds, it 
was stated, was broken with ene heave of 
Cyclops’ chest; but he outdid this by breaking 
a section of chain placed round: bis right 
‘Piceps With mascular *«trength ogly. Vulcan 
nent tried his skill at weight-lifting, and put 
up 112 pounds above his bead with one hand, a 
performance which Cyclops wutdid by raising 
a ball bar of 300 pounds. After that he teyed 
with the same weight wulle iyisg set full 
length on the stage.

MASKED ROBBEBS, 


A Train Robbery Keported Within the City 
Limits. 


The police were notified ast night of a train 
robbery that oocurred within the city limits 
last Monday night. Thetrain was a Wabash 
freight and the robbery was confined to the 
caboose, Conductor Wm, Freye being the 
only occupant of the car when the robbers 
made their appearanes. Itwas freight train 
No. 97, and had just left the yards for a run to 
Moberly, when the conductor sent the brake- 
men out to see if some of the brakes were not 


on,as the train did not seem te be making very 
good time. While they were gone a couple of 
masked mon entered the car by the rear door 

and, pointing revolvers at his head, demanded 
his money. Instead of ordering him 
to throw up his hands as in 
most cases and searching him 
themselves, they permitted hi to do the 
searching for them, er at least commence 
it. Unfortunately he didn’t bave a revolver 
in his pockets, or both robbers might have 
paid very dearly for their thoughticssness. 
According to the police report, Freye slowly 
drew from his trousers pocket a haudful of 
silver amounting to some $3, and handed it to 
the robbers. They exchanged giamces and 
then the spokesman said: ‘‘OCome, sheli out. 
We know you’ ve got more about you. 

It you think 1 dave any more money, you 
may search me, auewered Freyé, thinking, 
that as they bad placed so much confidence in 
bim at first, they might trust him a little 
farther. 

The robbers, bewever, didn’t intend to be 
the bandit heroes of a train robbery without 
making a better haul than a paltry $ and so 
they said they would accept the conductor’s 
invitation to search him, for that was the con- 
struction they put upon his answer. With the 
instinct of a genuine Jesse James for finding 
hidden treasures one of them ran a hand 
down Mr. Freye’s inside vest pucket and drew 
outa fat wallet. Five §20 bills were counted 
out before tae conductor's eyes and ther they 
helped themselves to his gold watch and 
chain. By this time the brakes had been let off 
and the train was running at a twenaty-mile- 
an-hour speed, but the robbers didn’t mind 
that. 8 bade the eonduetor good-bye and 
jumped off as skilifully as if they had been 
running a freight train all their lives. Mr. 
Freye might have jumped after them, but he 
was only too glad thet they hadn’t bound and 
gagged him as Jim Cummings’’ did Fother- 
imgham, and desided to let them ge and to 
make the best of the situation. The brakemen 
were of course surprised upoa their return te 
the carto hear of the robbery and extended 
their sympathy, but as it was too late now 
to step the train and try to 
capture the robbers the train was kept 
on its run to Moberly. This explains why the 
police did not hear of the robbery Mond 
night. Mr. Freye says that the rovubers wer 
dressed lu plain clothes, but he doesn’t think 
he would able to recognize them if he saw 
them agaſh. He thinks, however, that they 
had had experience in raliroading and shat 
they knew he had started out oa the trip with 
considerable money.
